response to the call. Messrs. Moser, 
Mauieks and Jones 
were present. 


There was also piesent Mr. Brown, Mr. 
Banton and a representative of th? 
General Electric company. 
We were 


invited to sign a contract for the ma- 
chine, and Mes-rs. Mauleks, Jones an.l 
Mcoer refused to do so on the ground 
that there were no competitor 
bids 


in. 
We, the committee, supposed that 


such dynamos were made by nearly 
every electric company, and when in- 
formed that they were not, we demand- 
ed a further investigation, the result 
of which was that formore than three 
months we waited for our chairman 
to call a meeting, but no call was is- 
sued. 
During all this time we have 


written and investigated the matter 
of lighting and find that the Western 
Electric dynamo now in use, which 
was purchased two years ago, is giving 
good results. 
At the meeting of the 


committee and representative of Mr. 
Banton's 
proposed 
machine, 
Mr. 


Brown stated that the Western Elec- 
tric machine that he now finds fault 
with -was giving perfect satisfaction; 
that it had been running for two years 
and had not coat the city a single cent 
for repairs, and upon such a recom- 
mendation the bid from the Western 
Electric company, was reported to the 
city council and adopted. 


After the purchase of the Western 


Electric machine then comes a etate- 
ment issued by Messrs. Brown and 
Banton that the proposed dynamo was 
not good, and that it was" not up-to- 
date.

In this engagement 
he novel stone sloop of war Diamond 
Rock killed and wounded seventy men 
aid destroyed three gunboats, with a 
oss to herself of two killed and one 
Bounded. 


Reading this story as quoted by 


Kingsley from 'Naval Chronicles,' vol- 
ume 12, page 200, and passing Dia- 
mond rock in 1898 and last year, led 
me to invent an armored globular bat- 
:ery, for which the United States and 
'oreign governments have granted me 
patents. 


'My rough preliminary sketches show 


a globular battery seventy feet in di- 
ameter and carrying two 15 inch guns 
fifty feet In length, having a range of 
about twenty miles, besides smaller 
guns. 
'The great guns are rigidly fixed, 


and the elevation is effected by tilting 
thfe whole globular battery. This is 
done by weighted cars moving on sec- 
tional tracks. The azimuths are regu- 
lated by four screw propellers, which 
revolve the battery horizontally and 
have also the faculty of moving it from 
place to place." 


Mr. Stokes' patent application sup- 


plies these other particulars: 


'It will be seen that by reason of the 


spherical shape of my battery or vessel 
considerable weight is saved in con- 
struction, and from this, and especially 
by allowing the guns to extend across 
most of the vessel, much heavier guns 
can be carried. Considerable economy 
in the cost of construction results from 
the spherical shppe of the batter , for 
the reason that a large number of the 
parts are mere duplicates of each other 
and for other reasons obvious to 
naval constructor. 
Another item of 


economy results from the fact that no 
gun carriage is used to hold the large 
guns. 
These carriages must neces- 


sarily be very expensive, and their 
omission not only saves a considerable 
expense, but produces a safer and more 
secure mount for the heaviest guns. 
The heavy armor covering for doors, 
windows and portholes can be more 
easily supported and more safely moved 
on the upper part of a spherical sur- 
face than on the vertical or nearly ver- 
tical sides of an ordinary ship. 
The 


spherical form of most of the vessel, 
combined with tbe bulging or frusto- 
ionical bottom and its conical openings, 
and the placing of the center of gravity 
Df the guns at or near that of the ves- 
sel give addition*! stability which is 
not found in vessels of the ordinary 
type. The launch and cutler are car- 
ried within the protection of the heavy 
armor and may be easily launched by 
depressing the port by means of the 
counterpoises. 


"Thus all the features of my inven- 


tion combine to produce a floating bat- 
tery that is economical in construction 
and maintenance, of great power In of- 
fensire operations and practically im- 
pregnable."

The insurance company contested 


the claim on the ground that Hunter

Bad seen and had shaken hands with 
Hunter at Nashville, Tenn., after the 
reported death of tae man. 
The case 


was carried through alLthe courts and 
in tho end the insurance company lost 
0%-er $24.000. 


It is said now that Hunter is very 


much alive and is under arrest in the 
south. As already,printed in the Ad- 
vocate the insurance company has be- 
gun suit against Mrs. Smythe to re- 
cover money paid to her and a Dallas, 
Texas, dispatch says that she will he 
taken from Ohio to Texas, but that 
is not known what will be done with 
her. 


The following dispatch from Texas 


give's additional details.of'the case: 


Dallas, Tex., May 5—Dallas has a 


life insurance swindle on hand involv- 
ing persons in Ohio who, are" said to 
be the principals in the sesnation. In 
October, 1896, William A. Hunter, of 
Licking county, Ohio, appeared her, 
claiming to have come from Southern 
Texas. He applied for life insurance 
in the Fidelity Mutual Company, 
of 


Philadelphia, taking out three policies 
of $5.000 eeeh. naming his sister, Mrs. 
Mettlef, of Homer, Licking county, 
Ohio, as the beneficiary. 


Captain A. J. Brown, the 
Dallas 


agent of the insurance' company, is- 
sued the policies for the $i5,000. Two 
months later, in December, 1896. Hun- 
ter left Dallas, saying he was going 
to look after lands in Loving county, 
Texas, on the New Mexico border in 
the Pecos river. 


Soon after his departure the report 


was spread that Hunter 
had been 


drowned in • the Pecos river and his 
body lost in the quicksands.

Tbe compara- 
tive merits of bleached arid unbleached 
napery depend upun the use to which 
It is to be put and the opportunity for 
bleaching by the housewife. 


For common or rough use it is often 


well to buy the unbleached and also in 
the country or suburbs, wlierei one 
can bleach it on the grass or out in the

but not all city housekeepers are

CHINA WANTS BICYCLES. 


Not the Diamond Frame, bnt the 


Kind American Women Ride. 


At first blush the idea of a Chinaman 


riding a bicycle seemed ludicrous, says 
the Nashville Banner. The picture is 
presented of flowing garments and pig- 
tail. Bnt, as a matter of fact, the Chi- 
nese, while uupfogressive in many 
ways, bare taken quite kindly to the 
bicycle. 


In China the use of bicycles is in- 


creasing notably, according to the re- 
port of Henry B. Miller, United States 
consul at Xewchwang. He sajs that 
the possibilities of the market there 
are limited only by -the abilities of the 
Chinese to purchase. He recommends 
a special study of the character of 
wheels suited to China and expresses 
the opinion that in north China, where 
the Chinese travel extensively, the 
wheel would be used much more if it 
was brought within their means. The 
roads are rough, and a substantial 
wheel is needed, while, because of 
their dress, a wheel designed for wom- 
en is in greater favor than the frame 
used by American men. -Mr. Miller 
argues that strength, durability and 
cheapness are more important to the 
Chinese than lightness and comfort. 
He suggests a special type for use in 
China, where pneumatic tires puncture 
easily and are bard to repair and 
where low pedals strike obstacles. He 
advises the manufacture of bicycles for 
the Chinese trade of this type: Chain- 
less, pedals clearing the grouifd at 
least six inches, cushion frame, with 
compensating device to equalize pedal 
reach; solid or uonpuncturable tires 
and extra thick spokes with strong 
threads. 
He s-iys that unnecessary 


fancy work should be avoided to re- 


I duce cost and that copper rims are 
| preferab.le to steel or wood. It is also
